W hile giving the county treasu rer 
credit for keeping the books and rec­ 
ords of the tre a su re r’s office in a neat 
and accurate m anner, the exam iners 
have criticised th e treasu rer sharply 
for illegal paym ents m ade, for failure 
to collect the delinquent taxes en*-r 
getically and for carelessness in pay 
ing telephone m essages and i>oslage 
that should not properly be charged 
to th e county. 
The exam iners s a y 
“ The statu tes, court" decisions and in 
structiong relative to the collection of 
delinquent taxes have been set out in 
full in the report of E xam iner Bliss 
but very little, if any. attention has 
been paid to them . 
If the county 
trea su re r would strictly adhere to tne 
provisions of the above cited section 
of th e revised statu tes, and be ag­ 
gressive in the m atter of collecting 
taxes (as is his duty to be), he could 
collect every dollar of the public reve­ 
nue that it is possible to collect, with 
out an.* expense to the taxpayers gen 
erally who pay th eir taxes prom ptly. 
It is undoubtedly th e duty of the conn 
ty trea su re r under the above sections 
to proceed to collect the taxes im ­ 
m ediately after the 29th day of De 
cem ber and Ju n e of each year.
